Orton lead slims in Congressional race, 
Harrington gains 8 percent, polls say

The race for Utah’s 3rd District Congressional seat 
appears to be tightening slowly, as a new poll shows 
Republican challenger Richard Harrington gaining on 


incumbent Democrat Bill Orton. 


A poll. conducted by American Polling over the week- 
end of Sept. 26 shows Harrington at 27 percent, Bill 
Orton at 44 percent and 27 percent still undecided. A 
Deseret News/KSL poll taken a month ago showed 
Harrington with only 19 percent of the vote and Bill 


Orton leading with 56 percent. 


Harrington said the new poll indicates Orton’s sup- 
port is “shallow” and that his opponent has fallen 
from a strong position to a very vulnerable one. 
said voters are just beginning to commit to the candi- 


dates in a race which has been overshadowed by other 
political battles in the state.

Opposition groups 
win in Kuwait’s 
parliamentary vote

KUWAIT — Government critics 
woke up to something of a shock 
Tuesday — a landslide victory in 
Kuwait’s first parliamentary elec- 
tions in seven years. 

Seven loosely allied opposition 
groups and independent candidates 
captured 35 of the 50 Parliament 
seats. Most of the 15 solid seats for 
the government came from the rul- 
ing al-Sabah family’s traditional 
supporters in tribal areas. 

Ward politicians who tried to 
trade on their influence with the 
bureaucracy lost nearly every- 
where in Monday’s vote. 

“I think the Iraqi invasion was a 
shock to the Kuwaitis. They did not 
want to give any chance to someone 
interested in dilly-dallying. They 
want strong representatives,” said 
Abdul Rahman al-Najjar, a colum- 
nist for the government-backed 
newspaper Sawt Al-Kuwait. 

But it was unclear how much 


power the opposition will be 
allowed to wield. The ruling family 
ignored previous parliaments in 
choosing a Cabinet to run govern- 
ment agencies and dissolved the 
previous Parliament in 1986. 

Throughout the 18 months since 
Iraqi occupiers were driven from 
Kuwait in the Gulf War, opposition 
speeches calling for a strong 
Parliament to supervise the gov- 
ernment seemed to draw only small 
groups of committed followers in 
this emirate of 650,000 people. 

But the election indicated that 
the country — or at least the male 
elite allowed to vote — agreed. 
Only about 81,500 “first-class citi- 
zens” who can trace Kuwaiti ances- 
try to 1921 could vote. 

“It’s definitely much much better 
than expected. We thought pro-gov- 
ernment candidates would win,” 
said Mubarak al-Adwani, a 
spokesman for one opposition 
group. 


Harrington spokesperson Chris Jones said he is con- 
fident current trends will continue and the election 
will be a close one. 

Orton spokesperson Missy Larsen discredited the 
accuracy of the recent poll, however, saying it was 
conducted not by an independent agency, but by mem- 
bers of the campaign for Republican candidate for 
U.S. Senate, Bob Bennett. 

Larsen said such polls serve only as indicators for 
campaign ‘workers and are not as legitimate as sur- 
veys conducted by newspapers or television stations.

Diversity Award limited to U.S. minorities

After many years of being offered to Latin 
American students, the Lamanite/Multicultural 
Tuition Award, which many call the “Lamanite 
Award,” is now available almost exclusively to 
minorities who are U.S. citizens. Renamed the 
Diversity Award for the time being, the half- 
tuition grant is also available to temporary resi- 
dents and permanent residents, but not to stu- 
dents using F'1 visas. 

Needless to say, many students from Central 
and South America are unhappy. “It’s totally 
unfair, I believe,” said Marco Diaz, president of 
the Latin American Student Association. 
Usually, he said, the Lamanite Award has been 
the only aid available to Latin Americans, who 
are not eligible for Pell Grants or Guaranteed 
Student Loans like U.S. minorities are. 

Those who have already been receiving the aid 
will continue to do so, but no new awards will 
be granted, said Rush Sumpter, director of 
Student Leadership Development, at a meeting 
Tuesday with the Latin American Student 
Association. 

The aid program was originally established for 
Native Americans, Sumpter said. “There was a 
time, however, when the growth of the number 
of American Indian students on campus 
declined, and we ended up having more money 
in the account than we needed for the

American Indians. 

“At that time, without the direction of the 
Board of Trustees and without the direction of 
the university administration ... those of us in 
the (Multicultural Education) Department 
began to extend the financial aid to Lamanite 
people who were not American Indians,” he 
said. Of those receiving the award a couple of 
years ago, 67 percent were Latin Americans, 
Sumpter said. 

About one year ago, however, BYU decided to 
try to increase the number of US. minority stu- 
dents enrolled, he said. Increased financial aid 
was made available to them, making it impossi- 
ble to continue offering aid to international stu- 
dents. 

According to a Church News article, The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is 


encouraging foreign students to attend college 
in aed own countries for two reasons, Sumpter 
said. 

The first is that Church Educational System 
funds can go 20 times further towards educa- 
tion in foreign countries, he said. The second is 
that students who are educated in their own 
country tend to stay there and become LDS 
Church leaders, while many of those who come 
to the United States tend to stay here. 

Some students object. “You cannot compare 
the kind of education you can receive here with 
the kind of education you can receive there,” 
said Max Paredes, 25, a junior in international 
business from Lima, Peru. 

Hiring priority in Peru is given to those with 
U.S. degrees, said Fernando Mendoza, 25, a 
junior in translation, interpretation and com- 
puter science, also from Lima. Plus, the money 
he was offered from the CES — something like 
$50 — was hardly enough to attend college at 
home, he said. “How are we supposed to become 
good ‘leaders if we cannot study in our own 
country?” Mendoza said. 

Diaz said he doesn’t understand why aid 
should be completely cut off from Latin 
Americans. He and others say they maintain 
much better grade point averages than the 2.0 
required for Diversity Award freshmen and 
sophomores. “We believe all Lamanites should 
be treated equally,” Diaz said. 
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Russia takes control of Georgian rails 


MOSCOW — President Boris Yeltsin said Tuesday that Russian 
troops were taking control of the railway and the coast in Georgia’s sepa- 
ratist region of Abkhazia, deepening Moscow’s involvement in the trou- 
bled area. 

Yeltsin told lawmakers that Russia was not involved in offensive mili- 
tary actions in Abkhazia, disputing accusations by Georgia’s Defense 
Ministry that Kremlin forces were aiding the separatists. 

Both former Soviet republics have engaged in an increasingly sharp 
war of words over the 6-week-old conflict, in which Georgia sent troops 
to Abkhazia to root out supporters of ousted Georgian President Zviad 
Gamsakhurdia. Abkhazia claims they were sent to crush its indepen- 
dence drive. 

The move by Yeltsin appeared aimed at protecting the railway and 
Black Sea coast, rather than an attempt to seize territory. The north- 
south railroad, Russia’s main land link with Georgia and Armenia, has 
come under attack during the unrest in the Caucasus Mountains nation. 

However, Georgia was likely to regard the move as an infringement on 
its territory. All the principal cities of Abkhazia, including its capital of 
Sukhumi, are along the coast.

Override hurts Bush at critical time 


WASHINGTON — President Bush calls his 35-1 veto record a “good 
streak.” But the first defeat couldn’t have come at a worse time. 


Provo Council postpones 


The override of Bush’s veto of legislation to re-regulate the cable indus- 
try dealt a major psychological setback at a time when he hardly needed 
more bad news. 

In a blatant gesture of kick-him-when-he’s-down, Democrats in the 
House whistled, cheered and shouted “Four more months” Monday night 
as Bush’s perfect veto record was broken. 

Now, in the final days of the campaign, Democrats have managed to 
turn Bush’s veto strategy — a strategy that once gave him enormous 
leverage despite Democratic majorities in both chambers — into a 
weapon against him. At the Republican National Convention in August, 
Bush said he would use his veto pen to hold the line on spending. 
Instead Congress has sent him popular measures that hold potential for 
political damage when they are vetoed. 


Bush: Blockades not federal issue 


WASHINGTON — The Bush administration urged the Supreme 
Court on Tuesday to keep federal judges from stopping abortion clinic 
blockades, but a lawyer for clinic owners said that would cripple abortion 
rights. 

Justice Department lawyer John Roberts Jr. said the administration 
does not defend the tactics of Operation Rescue members and other anti- 
abortion protesters who block access to clinics, but he argued they 
should be held accountable in state courts. 

Those who engage in unlawful acts at clinics lack the necessary motive 
— ill will toward women — to bring their conduct under federal scrutiny, 

_ Roberts said. “They are targeting (women) not because of who they are 
but because of what they are doing,” he said. 

“If equal protection means anything,” said Deborah Ellis, a lawyer rep- 
resenting Virginia abortion clinic operators, “it must cover the taking 
away of a (right) that only the protected class has. The denial of women’s 
reproductive rights denies women the right to control their destiny.”

The vote to approve on-street 
parking restrictions near residen- 
tial parking lots was postponed by 
the Provo Municipal Council in the 
5:30 p.m. study session Tuesday. In 
further action Mayor Jospeh 
Jenkins proclaimed Oct. 4-10 Fire 
Prevention Week. 

“The council wanted to table the 
parking proposal until further 
investigation could be made into 
the negative affects of it,” said 
Council Chair Dennis Hall. 

“We already have a major parking 
problem, and we’re not sure that 
this proposal is the best solution to 
the safety problem,” he said. 

The proposal would make it ille- 
gal to stop or park a vehicle within 
25 feet of an entrance to a public or 
private residential parking lot 
which services 50 or more vehicles. 

Hall said the safety problem with 
parking near parking lot entrances 
definitely needs addressing, but 


the council felt they could make a 
better decision after further 
research. 

The council also found opposition 
from the Provo City Police pertain- 
ing to the proposal, Hall said. 

Thomas Martin, chief adminstra- 
tive officer of Provo, also read a 
proclamation on behalf of Mayor 
Jenkins, calling for the people of 
Provo to participate in fire preven- 
tion activities at home, work and 
school. 

Oct. 4-10 was chosen as Fire pre- 
vention week to commemorate the 
great Chicago fire of 1871, which 
left 250 dead and 100,000 home- 
less, Martin said. 

Fire Chief Rod Jones said the pre- 
vention week is a nationwide effort 
to educate people about the bene- 
fits of fire-prevention tools like 
smoke and fire detectors. 

According to the proclamation, 
the risk of dying in a home fire is 
decreased by 50 percent with a 
working fire dectector.

A resolution passed by the Orem 
City Council Tuesday will have res- 
idents on Medicare looking out for 
themselves when it comes to ambu- 
lance bills. 

Due to mounting financial losses, 
the council decided the city can no 
longer absorb the excess costs of 
ambulance services not covered by 
Medicare. Councilmember Keith 
Hunt’s proposal for billing patients 
directly for the ambulance services 
was unanimously passed. The 
patients would then receive what 
they could from Medicare and pay 
the difference. 

In the past, the city sent ambu- 
lance bills directly to Medicare and 
received payment for about 65 per- 
cent of the bill. The average bills 
were about $170 with Medicare 
paying close to $100. The city 
accepted the payment as full and 
wrote off the difference, leaving 
the city with losses in excess of 
$10,000, said Phil Goodrich, the 
city’s chief financial officer. 

But in July the city council raised 
the ambulance rates to the maxi- 
mum allowed by the state. The 
rates were raised to cover 
increased costs from hiring three 
new people in the city’s emergency 
services. While the ambulance 
rates increased to over $300 the 
amount paid by Medicare stayed 
the same. 

Despite the fact that only about 
25 percent of ambulance patients 
are on Medicare, the increased gap 
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in the coverage would cost the city 
an estimated $25,000 to $30,000 in 
losses, Goodrich said. 

Most people on Medicare have 
supplementary coverage to take 
care of costs not covered by 
Medicare, Goodrich said. Federal 
funds set aside for low-income pro- 
jects or city contingency funds may 
be used to help those who cannot 
pay.

Y begins to tighten 
student standards 


Standards at BYU may be tightening. “For those privileged to attend a 
church school, there is a tuition which we must require of you; a tuition 
of conduct and performance.” Elder Boyd K. Packer of the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles made this statement in the Sunday afternoon session of 
the 162nd semi-annual General Conference of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Packer encouraged bishops to give extra consideration to a person’s 
spiritual worthiness prior to entry at schools such as BYU. “It is not fair 
to the literally thousands who are totally faithful, but must be turned 
away because there is no room, and if while enrolled a student is found 
to be transgressing and in violation of standards present at the time of 
enrollment, however hard it may be upon the bishop, the student, or the 
parents, continued enrollment at a church school must be called into 
question.” It’s certainly food for thought. 

Combined with last week’s Associated Press article on BYU shorts and 
the apology of football player Byron Rex in The Daily Universe, Elder 
Packer’s counsel reminds BYU that perhaps the standards have become 
a little relaxed in some areas. 

Even the Harold B. Lee Library has started requiring students to live 
the Honor Code before they can check out books. The new commitment 
to the Honor Code and standards of living that Elder Packer encouraged 
should make students realize that the saying “It is easier to ask forgive- 
ness than to ask permission” will no longer hold on the BYU campus. 

With thousands of worthy people seeking to be educated at BYU, it is 
not only required, but now demanded that those attending be more 
faithfully committed to the standards that are mandatory to the purpose 
of education at such an institution. 

Entering BYU students have the customary interview with their bish- 
op, but most now have an additional interview with their stake presi- 
dent. 

“Our purpose is to produce students who have that rare and precious 
combination of a superb secular education complimented by faith in the 
Lord, a knowledge of the doctrines he has revealed, and a testimony that 
they are true.” 

Students should evaluate where they stand as far as their commitment 
to the Honor Code and standards of BYU. Now is the time to take the 
right stand.

Professor uses DNA to discover changes in species’ birth

“We're trying to 
learn what drives 
divergence when 
species are in the process of evolu- 
tion,” Sites said. 

The principal evolutionary ques- 
tions involve the transition from 
egg laying to live bearing in several 
populations of high-altitude bunch- 
grass lizards. Sites said at one time 
the entire species laid eggs. By 
studying the molecular sequence of 
the DNA, the relative time when 
the birthing method changed can 
be determined. 

“In a biological sense, we all have 
a history of the individual and the

After catching the lizards, Sites 
freezes their tissue in liquid nitro- 
gen. Then a tiny segment of DNA is 
extracted from the tissue sample. 
Millions of cloned copies of the 
DNA are created by the research 
team and these copies are 
sequenced for study. 

The bunch-grass lizard research 
is being done at the western edge of 
Mexico and adjacent islands, Baja 
California and the highlands of 
central Mexico’s volcanoes.

greatest biological diversity 
appear. We hope to slow the accel- 
eration of the extinction rate due to 
human activity,” Sites said. 

Sites, who is also the curator of 
herpetology at the Monte L. Bean 
Museum, came to the university in 
1982 after getting his Ph.D. at 
Texas A&M. He began studying the 
fence lizards in Mexico with his 
wife, Joanne, during the summers 
of 1977-79. 

“That was quite an adventure. We 
basically lived out of our truck and 
slept on the ground at night,” Mrs. 
Sites said. 

Catching the lizards for research 
requires stunning them with one- 
inch wide rubber bands and grab- 
bing them while they are dazed. 

The lizard-gathering process 
often yields humorous results. 
While trying to grab one dazed 
lizard, Sites said the lizard ran up 
his leg underneath his pants. 

“He thought (my leg) was a tree 
limb. That was an easy one to 
catch,” he said with a chuckle.

Utah's air 
worse than 
cigarette 
smoke, says 
Y professor

Even though Utah has the lowest percentage of smokers in 
the United States, Utah’s poor air quality is actually worse 
for your health than passive cigarette smoke, air quality 
experts say. Utah County’s air pollution problem was 
addressed as part of Earth Week at the Local Air Quality 
Symposium last Thursday. 

“At some point in time during the year, 78 percent of 
Utah’s population is exposed to unhealthy air quality,” said 
Ken Alkema, Utah Department of Environment director. 

Sam Rushforth, BYU professor of botany, said PM10 levels 
are eight to 10 times worse for health than cigarette smoke. 

PM10 are fine particles “so small they can be inhaled into 
the lungs and respiratory system, whereas larger particles 
can be filtered out,” said Micheal Ranson, professor of eco- 
nomics. 

Ranson revealed the results from a study on air pollution 


that. measured the effects of air pollution on mortality rates 
and absentee rates in elementary schools in Utah Valley. 

“What (the results) mean is that if you apply that to the 
general level of pollution we observed in Utah Valley, about 
one-fifth of all absenteeism can be attributed to pollution,” 
Ransom said. That percentage works out to about 300 stu- 
dents per day who miss school as a direct result of air pollu- 
tion, he said. 

The study also concluded the amount of deaths was 
increased by high pollution levels, Ransom said. The risk of 
death increases with higher PM10 concentrations, especially 
for respiratory diseases and cardiovascular deaths, he said. 

Alkema urged students to take an interest in air quality 
issues. “Individuals can make-a lot more difference than 
they think they can. You need to get involved with the rule- 
making process. You need to talk to your legislatures. Learn 
what is going on and make a difference,” he said. 

Although air quality has not been emphasized in the past, 
“now, undoubtedly, air pollution is one of the major public
